Some years ago (probably back in the 1980s) I contacted you regarding a 1734 “New 
Hampshire Merchants Note” in my possession. More recently (last week) I happened to 
be looking at the 1997 edition of your book on early American currency, and noted that 
among your several references to such notes there was no mention of the one shilling 
denomination represented by my note. 


With that in mind, and in the hope that it may be of interest for your continued research 
purposes, I’m enclosing a printout of a digital snapshot of my note — with apologies for 
its rather poor quality.
